The Rural Electrification Administration is intensely inter- 
ested in having a full use made of the possibilities that clectric 
current offers. With this in mind, they have issued material on a 
campaign for more electric brooders and have distributed it to the 
directors and managers of REA cooperatives. The plan of this cam- 
paign suggests that certain educational features on electric brood- 
ing can best be discussed by representatives of the Extension Service. 
Care has been taken not to involve the county agents in the businéss 
efforts of the cooperatives.
